ownodljy Wilbur F. Carle on, Cherry 
street, and tho result was a serious 
fracture of her foot, so it was stated 
when n claim was filed shortly after 
against tho city. 


On a change of venue the case was 


carried to Madison 
where It was 


tried before Judge Slebecker in the 
January term of the 
circuit court, 


1897. 
The result of this trial was 


Judgment for $1,GOO In favor of the. 
plaintiff. 
This sum was 
regarded 
as excessive In view of the Injuries 
received, nnd 'on 
appeal to tho sti 
preme court tho Judgment rendered 
on the verdict was reversed and the 
case sent back to the circuit court 
for trial. 
In April 1809 the case was tried 


tho sencond tlmo before Judge Sle 
bocker, and judgment was given for 
$2.uOO. 
The decision was again re- 


versed by tho supremo court, nnd tlio 
case was tried for n third tlmo before 
Judge Slebecker with a resultant ver- 
dict for the plaintiff of 
$2.800. 
A 


third reversal of the 
decision was, 
secured from tho supreme bench. 


City Attorney Burpee then succod- 


od In having a fourth trial brought 
In tho Rock County Circuit court. It 
took place 'before Judge 
Dunwlddlo 


In the February term of court, 11)01'. 
The verdict was for 
$2.500. but of 


this sum the plaintiff remitted about 
$900 nnd on motion of the defendant 
tho sum was further cut down to 800 
and costs. 


But for a disagreement as to the 


taxation of the costs the case would 
probably havo reached a settlement, 
but It was once more appealed to tho 
supreme court. 
The 
case' was ar= 


gued at Madison. March 21. and tho 
decision yesterdoy upheld tho verdict 
rendered by Judge 
Dunwlddle, thus 


ending tho protracted 
struggle for 


damages.

tbe tree growth of that region

begin this month under the direction 
of R. S. Kellogg, of Russell, Kans.. 
and agent for tne bureau-, and will 
lie continued until fall.

of the state the timber penetrates 
the prairies by way of the river bot- 
toms, clinging closely to these moist 
lands and advancing only occasional- 
ly to tho uplands. 


The bureau will study the tenden-

Failures In tree planting,

from natural causes, such as

winds and intense sunlight, are due 
chiefly to a lack of caro In planting 
and cultivating and a lack of know 
loilco of what kind of trees to plant. 


Such failures have had an excel- 


lent result—they have given a fair 
ly good knowledge of what to do and 
what not to plant, and of the moth 
ods that are successful and 
those 


that are not. It is partly to Increase 
this knowledge that the bureau has 
undertaken Its study of the 
tree 


growth of the state. 
Timber, fuel, 


posts, and , firewood may be grown 
in the prairie regions; that fact Is 
established. 
But the plantations to 


be successful, must be composed of 
•the right species, planted In 
the 


right way on the right kind' of land 
and cared for in -trie rlgnt manner.
